nad on-premises consumption 
of 
mixed drinks in certain 


hotels, restaurants and private 
clubs will be submitted by the 
administration to the Arkansas 
Legislature. 


The administration measure, 


drafted by James M. McHaney, 
a Little Rock attorney, would 
require a local option election 
on the sale of mixed drinks in 
wet counties. 


Dry counties, under the pro- 


posal, would have to vote wet 
before being permitted to con- 
duct 
an 
election 
on mixed 
drinks. 


The bill would apply to cities 


or counties with a population 
of 20,000 persons according to 
the most recent federal census. 


The bill would require pri- 


vate clubs to have been in 
existence for not less than two

A—Removal of the uterus 


brings on a surgical meno- 
pause if the woman is not al- 
ready in or past the change 
of life. Neither natural nor 
surgical menopause means 
the end of any part of a wom- 
an's sex life except her abili- 
ty to become pregnant. 


Q—I am 22. My doctor re- 


fuses to give me a Pap test. 
At what age should a woman 
start to have this test? 


A—Cervical cancer is so 


rare in women who are un- 
der 30 that a Pap smear be- 
fore that age is rarely done. 


Q—About 18 months ago I 


had a complete hysterectomy 
because of cancer 
of the 


uterus. Why does my doctor 
now recommend a yearly 
Pap smear? 


A—You should continue to 


have an annual checkup in- 
cluding the Pap smear be- 
cause cancer sometimes re- 
curs in the tissues adjacent 
to the uterus that was re- 
moved. 


Q—I am a woman, 44. 


My doctor says that my uter- 
us is tipped and presses on 
my bladder. He says that the 
only cure is surgery.

A—Most cases of tipped 


uterus can be corrected by 
wearing a ring pessary. Ex- 
ercises will not help. The

With the onset of the meno- 
pause they may shrink. If 
they cause such symptoms 
as bladder irritation or uter- 
ine bleeding a hysterectomy 
should be performed.

The 1968 income tax re- 


turns which were mailed out 
to the nation's taxpayers in 
early January are now col- 
ored in red, white and blue. 


Sheldon S. Cohen, Com- 


missioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, is not attempting to ap- 
peal to the patriotism of tax- 
p a y e r s by his choice of 
colors. 


Rather, he is taking this 


step in an effort to reduce 
taxpayer errors. The use of 
red-colored type in critical 
areas of the return is de- 
signed to highlight the sec- 
tions where errors most fre- 
quently occur! 


Last year more than 8,000,- 


000 errors were made by tax- 
payers In 73,000,000 individ- 
ual income tax returns that 
were filed. 


"This means," Commis- 


ments of $2,900,000,000. 


The errors were uncov* 


ered by Internal Revenue's 
giant computers which now 
process every return filed in 
the country.

sioner Cohen reported, "that 
almost one in nine individual 
returns had an error that 
slowed processing and may 
have delayed the taxpayer's 
refund. What we are trying 
to do now with this version 
of the form is simply to help 
the taxpayer concentrate on 
the common trouble spots."

plied to Commissioner Co- 
hen that, regardless of the 
color used by IRS on the in- 
come tax forms, in the mind 
of the taxpayer there is only 
one appropriate c o 1 o r—a 
heavy overlay of green for 
the extra dollars he will 
have to pay. 


As a further experiment 


this year, 5,000,000 taxpayers 
in New York and the New 
England states will have tax 
f o r m s with a blue tint 
screened over everything on 
the form except the taxpayer 
fill-in area. 


Of the 2,900,000 tax returns 


audited last year by IRS, 
1,500,000 were found to have 
underpaid their tax. This re- 
sulted in additional assess- 


entries to make on the re- 
maining lines of their return.

traction,

ures. It will search out the 
correct tax table or tax rate 
schedule to report your cor- 
rect tax.

porting stock dividends. It 
will calculate your medical 
deduction unerringly. If you 
still owe additional tax the 
computer will inform you of 
exactly how much.

nue forms have been revised 
from the ones in use last 
year. The Schedule B, used 
to report pension income, has 
been completely overhauled.

1968 
brought the total American 


combat casualties since Jan. 1,
